•work for her daughter-in-law, Sarah 
Parker. She owned a big plantation 
with a \7bole lot cf slaves, I thought 
possibly I could marry her, and it 
would all be mine. This plan was all 
right, but we were never married. 
I 


was afraid to ask her. 


"One day my, half brother came to 


see me. I told him that I was in love, 
and he advised a trip to sea. I went 
without settling up my accounts. Later 
I got leave of absence and came back. 
The young woman paid me in full and 
asked why I left so suddenly. I up and 
told her, and then she said: 
" 'Faint heart never won fair lady.' 
"Why didn't I marry her then? Good 


reason—the man who took my place as 
overseer of the plantation had married 
her two weeks before. I never fell in 
love again and have always thocght 
myself lucky that I didn't. I wouldn't 
have lived so long perhaps. 


"When I was in Norfolk, I heard 


General Washington speak. I don't re- 
member just what he was talking 
about, bnt I know he vras -angry. One 
thing he said has stuck in my head ever 
since It was: 


"'Go on, fellow citizens, as you 


have been going on, and I assure yon 
we shall have tbe devil to pay in tbis 
republic, and no pitch hot' That's 
what be said, and no mistake. 


"I didn't -want to go to war, BO I left 


the navy. I've lost my discharge papers, 
and I'm sorry, for I could have got a 
pension by them, and then they'd have 
proved my age. I've nothing to com- 
plain of now. I've bad enough to eat 
all my life and had a good time too."

WAVE MOTOR TESTED.

A nublic test of a uew wave motor 


was nsadc r«a.'j«t3y on th<> beach three 
miles from Redoiido, Cal., frc;u the end 
cf a 100 foot- wharf. Parviii Wright, 
The inventor, conducted the experiment 
iu the- presence of 20 capitalists aud in- 
ventors. 


By means of the float a hydraulic 


compressor was actuated, forcing tho 
water into a pressure t;uik under a 
working pressure of 400 pounds to tha 
square inch. The water from the pres- 
sure tank operates a Pelton wheel, which 
drives any kind of machinery. In the 
test made an electric generator was used 
and a circular saw. Where the machin- 
ery was located, 100 feet from the 
beach, with a four feus tide and 6 by 10 
float, five horsepower was easily gen- 
erated- The machine is automatically 
self regulating, and is so arranged that 
during storm periods no more than a 
given amount of power or pressure can 
be accumulated. Wright says the failure 
to provide such a device has heretofore 
rendered all wave motors useless. 
Fur- 


Cher experiments will bo made at a 
greater distance from the beach. 


Wright figures that during the mini- 


mum wave movement he will develop 
one horsepower on every foot of ocean 
frontage used. The cost of steady power 
at the coast will not exceed $10 per 
horsepower per annum. Power can be 
delivered in Los Angeles for |3o, or 
about one-third the present cost Mr. 
Wright has had his wave motor patented 
in Germany, France and England.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

It is official information, supposed to 
be secret, lint the secret is not well 
itept It is w«ll understood in the high- 
er diplomatic circles that the end is 
near iu Cuba. The prediction is freely 
made that within u shore time the 
Spanish government will initiate nego- 
tiations with the United States looking 
to a settlement of the Cuban trouble, 


It is no secret that General Weyler's 


campaign in tlie provinces to the east 
of Havana has been a failure. It is as 
much of a fiasco as was his pacification 
of Pinar del Rio, Havana, and Mataii- 
zas provinces, in every one of which 
the insurgents are still provokingly ac- 
tive. He inarched ont at the head of u 
great array two mouths ago, and he 
has not had a battle. He has accom- 
plished literally nothing. This ia ad- 
mitted by the Spanish press of Havana 
and of Madrid and is nor denied by the 
Spanish minister iu Washington. Woy- 
lur made bis beasts that he would crush 
Gomez, but ho has not even engaged 
that wily chieftain's force, and there 
is little chance of his doing s~o. There 
is not a province ill Cnba iu which the 
revolutionists are. not strong in the 
field. They still control two-thirds of 
the island. This is the military situa- 
tion at the beginning of tho third year 
of the. w.ir. 


A single regiment of Uuited States 
frnhirs could have crnshetl tho insur- 


rection in a mouth. 


But as fast us Spain poured in troops 


tho rebellion spread. It overran the is- 
land, province after province. It threat- 
ened tho capital itself. It shut the 
Spaniards up in the cities. They have 
since, under pressure of public opinion 
at home, tallied forth in Pinar dftl Rio, 
iu the extreme, western province, and 
VTcyler has marched out through Ma- 
t.timas aud iulo Pnrrto Principe. But 
there .ire more insurgents there than 
cvt-r before. 
They hover arouud the 


Spanish columns. From 500 rifles they 
have grown to 2f>,000. Thirty expedi- 
tious have been landed by their triends 
in the United States. The insurgent 
army prows in rtrenpth, while tho enor- 
mous importation^ of royal troops dis- 
rolve. through disease. The loyal troops 
arc di$hcaiteuc-d. They are poorly pro- 
visioned ;unl in arrests in pay. Their 
officeis lead them not to buttle. The 
cliinuto is deadly. 


In a fpw weeks the hot and rainy 


pea<on will conic on, and that will 
mark the cud of Spain's efforts. Thui 
will ensue the months of \\auing, in 
the course of which tho statesmen at 
.Madrid will s-cck to Hive what they can 
our of the wreck, alrciirly tacitly ac- 
knowledged. Tho ccniiug summer will 
bring on the end. There can l,c but one 
result. Spain will squirm for a time, 
and peek to hold n titnlur sovereignty 
with autonomous rule, but will xilti- 
ciauiy abandon the contest, and Cuba 
will acquire her independence.—Walter 
\Velltuaii in Chicago Times-Herald.
